CURRENT TOPICS. 


THE impression prevails in Great- Brit- 


ain that a majority of the jurors in the trial 
or the Irish land-leaguers at Dublin, are-~on 
their side, and that there will be no corf- 


• victions, as the jurors will either discharge 


or declare the leaguers not .guilty. 


THE census office has at last famished 


an^fficial statement of the population of 
the principal cities and towns in the United 
States, bnt it exhibits no essential variance 
from unofficial reports previously given to 
the public. The leading cities of Minne- 
sota are set down as follows: Minneapolis 
46,887; St. Paul 41,498; Winona lO.'SOS. 


THE late session of the South Carolina 


legislature lasted only 27 working days, but 
it managed to add 173 new laws to the state 
statutes, the most prominent of which were 
aimed at the prevention ;of duelling and 
carrying of concealed weapons. A law for 
tbe encouragement of immigration, by the 
exemption of the real property of new set- 
tlers, up to $1,500, from taxation for five 
years, was passed, and several other laws 
tending to enhance the moral and material 
prosperity of the state. 


THE absorption of the whole telegraph 


ystem by Jay Gould has long been antici- 
pated by the public, but is nevertheless a 
sad blow to innocent investors in the tele- 
graph stock who have contributed to the 
coffers oi the mammoth capitalist. A few 
more operations of this character will set 
people to thinking whether means cannot 
be devised to check a power that threatens 
to absorb all the railroads, as it has the tel- 
egraphs of the country. 


THE remains of Lieut. Irving of the 


jrfritish (ship, Terror, belonging to Sir John 
Franklin's expedition to the arctic regions, 
which were found by the American expedi- 
tion under Schwatka, were interred with 
naval honors last week at Edinburg, Scot- 
land. On reaching Edinburg the relics 
were placed in an oak coffin with a brass 
plate bearing the inscription "Lieut. John 
Irving, K. N., born 1815, died 1847-'49." 
Great interest in the ceremony was mani- 
fested by the public, an^l many thousands 
of people were in attendance. 


MAJOB MERRILL, of the Seventh caval- 


ry, who was last year in charge of trocps in 
protecting the Northern Pacific extensions, 
says the road passes through a much better 
country than the other Pacific lines. The 
latter have 200 acres of waste lands to one 
on the Northern Pacific, throughout their 
entire length. The soil of the country 
from the Missouri river to within ten or fif- 
teen miles of the Little Missouri river is as 
fertile and fine as can be found anywhere.

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ACCIDENTS ANI> OTHER CASUALTIES. 


SPEAKING of the reduction of interest, 


and the' fruit of capital in the last eight 
yearn, tb,»» San Franciscg Chronicle makes j 
ft comparison between the vaiu<5 ?f repre- 
sentative stocks and bonds at the same 
datejs in 1872 and 1880 and finds that upon 
an average the purchaser would realize 
from 6 to 8 per cent, on his capital in 1872 
and only from three and three-fourths to 
four and three-fourths per cent. now. This 
is a retraction of over 40 per cent. To put 
it in other words, a man dependent on in- 
vested capital alone for his support will have 
to have to-clay $10,000 to give him a day- 
laborer's income of $400, whereas in 1872 
he would derive $700 from the same source. 
On the other hand the day-laborer himself, 
or the mechanic, or professional man, who 
would once have derived substantial assist- 
ance from a saving of three or four thou- 
«mcl has now pot to double that sum to 
icave an appreciable income to his family 
'after he has ceased to earn. 


DURING the cold weather this winter east 


of the mountains, California has been en- 
joying warm and copious rains. The cold- 
est weather experienced in tho state thus 
far has only "injured slightly the tender 
shoots of vine and lemon trees in San Ber- 
nardino county. The lowest temperature 
ever reached in San Francisco in thirty-one 
years^ was twenty degrees above zero, ia 
1867, and that happened only once. Sev- 
eral waiters have occurred since 1849 dur- 
ing which the mercury never dropped as 
low as freezing point. Last winter was one 
of the coldest ever experienced in the state, 
and yet the thermometer was at no time 
lower than 28 degrees above zero. In look- 
ing over the thennometrieal record for thir- 
ty years, one is not so much struct by the 
milduess as the evenness of the climate, 
the range of certain winter months being 
three or four degrees.

drunk shall be punished; next, a person 
selling or giving liquor away, making a per- 
son drunk, shall be liable in damages to 
any one who may be injured; next, that 
real estate used for selling liquor in viola- 
tion of law shall be liable for fines and dam- 
ages, shall be declared a nuisance, and'shall 
be shut up. Notwithstanding these laws, 
thereiare 2,500 saloons in Cincinnati alone, 
where liquor is openly sold.

MURDERED BY A MANIAC. 


The State Hospital for the Insane at St. Peter. 


Minnesota, the Scene of a Fearful Tragedy. 
A shocking murder was committed at the 


State hospital for insane at St. Peter about 
6 o'clock on Monday evening; a Mrs. Hayes 
from Winnebago City, Blue Earth county, 
being the victim, and Mrs. Andrews, who 
has been confined at the hospital for six 
years as a "violent patient," being the ir- 
responsible murderess. 
The murdered 


woman was committed in September last, 
and at the time of the tragedy occupied a 
room in the >vard devoted to what are classed 
as the destructive patients. 
The former 


has not been violent, but the latter, while 
never before attempting injury to her fel- 
low patients, has frequently made desper- 
ate resistance to the attendiints and for some 
time it has been necessary to keep her 
strapped in a chair to prevent injury to 
other patients or the pioperty of the hos- 
pital. 


The attendant expecting to return with 


Mrs. Andrews' supper in a few minutee, 
leaves the door unlocked in the meantime. 
In a few minutes after the attendant had 
left the room, an unusual noise therein at- 
tracted attention, and the rcgult.r attednant 
hurried back to the ward and room, only to 
find Mrs. Andrews released from the chair 
and Mrs. Hayes lying unconscious upon the 
floor and evidently breathing her Last, hav- 
ing slipped into Mrs. Andrews' room while 
the attendant was getting supper for Mrs. 
Andrews. It is presumed that during the 
absence of the attendant, Mrs. Andrews ei- 
ther succeeded in removing her fastenings 
and began her deadly assault at once, or 
committed it after persuading Mrs. Hayes 
to release her from the chair. 
The attend- 


ant notified Dr. Bartlett immediately after 
discovering that the assault had been com- 
mitted , but Mrs. Hayes was a corpse before 
he could reach the room 


From the fact that the attendant was ab- 


sent from the ward only a few moments, 
Mrs. Andrews must have been released im- 
mediately after the departure of the former, 
and the attack upon the dead patient was 
unquestionably sudden and continued with 
indescribable ferocity until life was extinct.

As the result of persistent expostulation, 


aided by a liberal arrangement of "boot," 
effected and guaranteed by Major Recto*? 
the General acquired the broom-tailed mate, 
and recovered his dignity and good humor. 


When they came to part, Major Rectoi 


said he was sorry for him. 
He knew his 


worth and felt for his misfortunes. He had 
got so low, said the Major, that he couldn't 
stay with the Indians. He was desperate and 
intemperate, and was going among the Mex- 
icans, so that would be the last he would 
ever see of poor Sam Houston.

EXECUTIVE RECOMMENDATION. 


To meet this indebtedness and to carry on the 


government there are taxes due from tho various 
counties for the year 1880 amounting 
to 


$6'2,OG-.08; also delinquent taxes against various

If tlie'se delinquent taxes could be relied upon as 


valid resources there would be a handsome surplus 
after paying the Territorial expenses for the pres- 
ent fiscal year, and paying and retiring every form 
of outstanding indebtedness against tne Territory; 
unfortunately, as I think, the law is not specific 
enough in providing the necessary machinery for 
assessing ar.d promptly collecting the taxes from 
the various counties: hence I infer that quite a 
large precentage of the delinquent taxes will not bo 
ruado available. I am, however, of the opinion

recommends the appointment of a fiscal agent of 
tho Territory, to bo known as tho commissioner of 
finance and bank :i?, who shall make curoful exam- 
ination of the books and accounts of the Territorial 
treasurer, arditor, and superintendent of public in- 
struction, and of the several county treasurers, as 
often as twice during each year. 
It alio recom- 


mends that there should be a thorough (evision of 
tha tax laws, that theiomay be an equalization of 
Hh-sessnients and ihe rate of taxation be kept at the 


| lowest possible limit. Under the present system, 
i he saj's, w« are always one year behind in interest 


and lax, and thor,-are strong suspicions that tho 
county treasurers, in whoso hands these public rev- 
enues rest, are more largely benefited by this un- 
usualdula} than the taxpayer. He therefore urges 
that the ta\ shall bu paid by the counties within tho 
>ear in which it is levied, and thus enable the Ter- 
ritorial treasurer to pay the warrants promptly as 
they are issued by the auditor. 
Ho lecommends 


further that where property is p'lt up at tax 
sales and nobody else will bid ou them, that tho 
treasurer bo authorized to bid them in and issue a 
certificate which shall become a linn ou the prop- 
erty for tho amount, bearing interest at tho rato of 
one per cent, per month for the first six months, 
and one and one-half percent, thereafter until tho 
same shall havo boon rodeomed, or tho titlo shall 
pass to the holder. 


HOSPITAL. FOB THE INSANE. 


Upon this subject the governor reviews the pro- 


Kiessofthe institution and shows that fifty-two 
patients had been reteivtd and treated during tho 
nineteen and two-thirds months in which it had 
been in operation. 
Twenty-one of these were 


transferred from the hospital for the insane at St. 
Peter and trom the Lincoln hospital, where they 
had been kept under contract. 
The remaining 


thirty-one patients havo beeu received under the 
law from the various counties. Twenty-five of the 
whole number wert. chronic cases of more than two 
years standing; yet tho report of the superintend- 
ent shows that about twenty per cent, of tho wholo 
number treated since tho hospital was established 
have 
been 
discharged 
as 
fully 
re- 


covered. 
This 
result 
indicates that about. 


50 per cent, of all who reeeive treatment in the early 
stages of insanity recover; and proves the absolute 
obligation of tho people to provide speedy and ade- 
quate accommodations for the treatment of this un- 
fortunate class. The governor cites the superin- 
tendent's leport further to show that the average 
weekly ner capita cost for maintenance and cloth- 
ingot patients, including the board of officers and 
employes, has been but $1.;(8 -1-5, which indicates 
economy and good management: especially when it 
is considered that nearly $r>,000bf the various 
sums appropriated by tho last legislature remain 
unexpended. I very much doubt if a county farm 
or poor house can bo found, even in New England, 
whero the weekly P^r capita cost of paupers will 
not range higher than the support of patients at the 
Dakota hospital. 


Delegate Bennett is complimented for having se- 


cured the hospital from th« government, and appre- 
hension is expressed that the present congress will 
fail to make an appropriation for a permanent hos- 
pital building on account of other legislation. Ho 
therefore urges the necessity of the legislative as- 
sembly making provisions for from 73 to 100 
patients during tho next two years, aud he adopts 
the recommendation of the medical superintendent 
for a Drick building to ultimately form onu wing of 
a hospital large enough to accommodate all tho in- 
sane of the southern section of the Territoiy. 


THE CONVICT KYSTE1T. 


The- governor laments the lack of ririson facilities 


and reviews the system in vogue at Detroit, where 
Dakota convicts are confined. 
On this subject he 


says: It appears from the auditor's report that the 
Territory has paid during the past four years for 
the support of convicts at Detroit the sum of $14,- 
(JOH.TO. Tho cost of tninsporting prisoners from 
the various counties to Detroit during the same 
period has amounted to $'-J7,CO". Ifci, making tho 
total cost for transnorting and keeping the Territo- 
rial prisoners for thti before-mentioned period, 
$11,80.3.',•!. This sum, under judicious manage- 
ment, would have built and fitted up a penitentiary 
of sufficient canacity for the safe-keeping and em- 
ployment of 125 prisoners, which is a larger num- 
ber than tho Territory has ever had in the Detroit 
prison. 


While making no criticism on the Detroit system, 


-the governor feels assured th.it the Dakota guests 
there should bo self-supporting, as many .such in- 
stitutions are a source of revenue. lie therefore 
recommends a change in the Territorial policy of 
sending prisoners so far away from home pending 
arrangements for tlioir accommodation in the Ter- 
ritory, which measure is now being urged upon 
congre.is.

In these cases ho pleads that 


he has only exercised the pardoning power after a 
thorough investigation 
He recommends that in 


cases ot highway robbery, burglary, arson, rape 
and other crimes rewards for the apprehension of 
the criminals ought to be made. 


EDUCATIONAL MATTERS. 


Upon t'-.u topic tho governor generalizes and par- 


t:.eu!ar!zes. Ho ( alls attention to tho o»'urshado\v- 
intj influence of education on tho state. Not only 
those things that relate more directly to the mind, 
but all material enterprises and the productive 
forces of the people depend largely upon public 
education. The grants uf all lands and funds by ' 
the nation for education is to tho stite, the com- ( 
mouwealth, for tho benefit of all its people equally. . 
For this reason tho stato must authorize and ! 
enforce a uniform school system and care faitn- i 
fully for this property and fund for the common ] 
good. The stato only has general legislative power | 
and tho right to authorize taxes, and in the use of j 
these must act for the best common good of all. 
He quotes the views of Prof. Smart of Indiana, ! 
and endorses the township system. He says ou tho 
subject that tho fewer officers and- less number of 
separate accounts, the greater ease of supervision 
and the less waste from extended machinery, the 
freedom from too great personal or family influ- 
ences, and the nearer approach to clear public duty 
in the acts of officers are only part of the benefits 
resulting from tho township system. In conclusion, i 
the governor cites the report of Superintendent ' 
Beadle, and remarks: 
' 


It is a subject of regret that many of the coun- 


ties, and some of these large ones, have m.'ide no re- . 
ports whatever of the school statistics! aud ac- j 
counts, and others have made very incomplete I 
ones. The causes of this are largely found in the ' 
present defective laws, and often, no doupt.in the 
limit placed upon the pay of county supprintend- 
dents. From tho reports received, and careful es- 
timates made of the remainder, it is concl aded that 
not less than $'200,000 have been expended for 
schools within the yoar.and the amount must rapidly 
increase with our present growth. This interest is 
great enough financially, as well as otherwise, to at- 
tract your interest and careful consideratic u. 
The 


Territory can so shape and perfect its s( hool sys- 
tem as to need little change when Stateho- d comes; 
and the better the adjustment now, the f asier will 
be the duty then, when other subjects will press for 
attention. 
| 


In conclusion, under this bead the governor gives 


notice that a Territorial board of education must 
be provided for in the future, but that the Terri- 
torial superintendent will be able to so improve the 
present system as to dispense with it juutil the 
proper provision can be made. But the salary of 
the superintendent should be raised, as he only re- 
ceives $5O per month, which is wholly inadequate 
and insufficient. 
, 


THE BLIND AND THE DEAF ND MUTE. 


Under the present law these wards have been pro- 


vided for at Vinton, Iowa, for the blind, where 
they are cared for in an acceptable manner; the 
deaf and dumb at Council Bluffs, $15 per month 
having been expropriated for each punil. But 
there are only two pupils, with several applications 
now pending. The governor says he understands 
that there ia an institution of this characterjat Sioux

Falls, and that ari application will be made to the 
legislature for the cure of the deaf mutes. 


I recommend that the law be so changed that ar- 


rangements can be made for the support of deaf 
autes with any proper and responsible institution 
in the Territory, unless it should be thought ad- 
visable to establish a Territorial institution for that 
purpose. 


TERMTOBIAL mLITIA. 


Chapter 30 of the revised code nrovides for an 


enrolled and an active volunteer militia: but, not- 
withstanding tho recently published statement 'al- 
leged to have been .made by one of the principal 
chiefs of the Sio-ix nation that he has 4,000 well- 
armed warriors at his command, the Territory, of 
Dakota, withn3arly 150,000 inhabitants, has not 
one regylarly enrolled and equipped company of 
Territorial militia ih readiness for active service, in 
case of trouble between the Indian tribes or be- 
tween the Indians and white settlers, or even to put 
down riot or disorder. 


The governor complains that mora than Dakota's 


quota of arms is charged to her, and yet there is 
nothing to show for it. Still, '2,00(> rifles and 
l.OpO.OOO rounds of ammunition could be had by- 
giving security. He says that he has advices that 
two or three regiments could be raised and sus- 
tained, and remarks: 


"While I do not apprehend any immediate 


trouble with the large number of Indians located 
permanently within our borders, it seems to mt 
but the part of wisdom to place ourselves in a po- 
sition where the executive authority could have 
some force at command to repel outbreaks upon 
our borders, and to preserve the peace whenever 
the civil power is inadequate. In order to make 
the piesent law effective, I would recommend that 
amendments oe made which would make it conform 
somewhat to the Iowa law for sustaining an active 
volunteer militia. The expense for armories' for 
the use of each company might be limited to $50 a 
year, which sum, if insufficient in some localities, 
would, without doubt, be increased to the necessary 
amount by the company." 


MINING AND AC.KICULTURE. 


Under this head, among other things, the governor 


expresses the belief that the abolition of the burfeati 
of immigration was a mistake, and says the agri- 
cultural and mineral developments of tue Territory 
havo arrivol at that stage where some intelligent 
action should be taken to acquaint other sections 
with the successful methods employed m these 
thriving interests. I therefore suggest the pro- 
priety of creating a board of three commissioners, 
to bo known as tho board of immigration, mining 
and agriculture, to be composed of one person each 
from southern, central and northern Dakota, which 
board should have authority to appoint a se.-retarj, 
and to hold four sessions yearly to prepare docu- 
ments for distribution, and puo annual meeting i 
each council district for discussion of improve*' 
plins. 


The secretary and members of the board should 


receive a liberal per diem for their servic"?. The 
Northern Pacific advertising enterprisn ib cited as 
an example of what can be accomplished. 


RAILROAD DEVELOPMENT. 


On this subject tho governor says: 
Railroad 


development h is boon most extraordinary. 
The 


Chicago. Milwaukee '& St. Paul company has ex- 
tended its lines across the southeastern portion of 
the. Territory to Yanktou and Running Water, on 
the Missouri river, and will soon have another line 
running via Mit< h"!l to Chamberlain, a point on th 
east bank of the Missouri, ou its route to the Black 
, ills 


The Chicago <fr Northwestern railway has extend- 


ed its sjstem of load.s to Watortown, and its Black 
Hills line is now completed to the Missouri river, at 
the new town of Pierre, leaving but about 175 
milos between that point and Deadwood. 


The silver spike has been driven Oy the Northern 


Pacific company at the Montana line, and that great 
corporation now has nearly 400 miles of well- 
equipped road completed and in operation within our 
borders. 


Nearly 1,000 miles of thoroughly built and well 


equipped railroads are in active operation, and 
from -00 to ;IOO milos more will be ready for tho 
rails early in tho coming season. 


Largu and prosperous towns have been built up 


along these liues.where, two years ago, nothing was 
visible but the trackless praine. From a casual ex- 
amination of our railroad laws. Tarn inclined to 
think they are pretty well guarded. 


The law fixing a percentage upon the gross re- 


ceipts ot a railroad in lieu of other taxes may be 
open to som" objections, but it has this merit: All 
roads are taxed proportionately upon their business 
according to tho time they have been in operation. 
Tho ques'ion of properly adjusting tariff rates upon 
farm products, which are necessarily transported 
long distances to market, and upon coal, to supply 
the rapidly im reasing population in tho timberless 
portions of the Territory, should receive immediate 
attention by the officers of these corporations; 
otherwi.scfit may be necessary to provide for a board 
of railroad commissioners in orler to protect the 
people against extortionate charges for transporta- 
tion, and to secure for them the necessary train ac- 
commodations. The railroad is a. great cmlizer, aud 
has aided wondeifully in the rapid development of 
D.ikota; yet the managers of the?e corporations 
must not forget that tho most successful railroad 
managements are those which fix reasonable rates. 


ELECTIONS AND MUNICIPAL LAWS. 


In appealing for the practice of a fair ^ ote and an 


honest count, the governor recommends tho enact- 
ment of a registry law. 
As the law now stands, 


careless or criminal clerks might overthrow tho 
popular will. 


I cannot but regard the laws for the election of 


Territorial officers exceedingly loose and dangoroas, 
requiring amendments before another election. 
I 


do not, however, wish to bo understood as recom- 
mending any amendment requiring the payment of 
poll or other taxes before registering or voting. 


In this connection I desire to suggest amend- 


ments to tho law in relation, to jurors. Tho statute 
now provides that the county commissioners shall 
draw jurors from the names on the tax list. I think 
that an amendment requiring the omcia's of town- 
ships and incorporated cities, towns and villages to 
furnish

hotter se'ection of names from which to draw tho 
jurors, and also do away with the too common prac- 
tice of selecting talesmen, who not uifrequcnllv 
prove to be unsuitable persons. The people scjem 
to have outgrown tho county system of municipal 
management, which has not unfrequ^ntlv, through 
The manipulations of the caucus, or through bad 
appointment H m the organization of new counties, 
loaded them with heavy taxes and unjust debts, 
and in some instances fastened upon tho people a 
set of bad officers, whom it would bo almost impos- 
sible to shako off under tho present system. 


MAKIUAGE AND DIVOKfE. 


Under this head the governor says:" That part of 


our civil code relating to the contract and solemni- 
/.ation of mairiagi: seems to bo sufficiently defimts 
so far as it goes. Tho present law, however, re- 
quires tho cel<,-biant only to keep a private record of 
marriages solomni7Pd bv him. This is wholly in- 
adequate to prevent false personsations, and to se- 
curo permanent available proof of the marriage. 
The proof should bo made available at all times for 
the public uso and f 01 tho protection of both par- 
tie'S particularly for the protection of the woman. 
I 
therefore recommend the passage of a aw 


which 
shall 
require, 
in 
addition 
to 
the 


present 
provisions, 
that 
parties 
intend- 


ing marriage s-hsll !ir?t procure a license from 
the register of deeds of the county, to whom they 
shall give their names and ages, names of parents,! 
places of nativity, and such other facts as win sans-1 


fy that officer that they may lawfully bo married./ 
These facts should be recitod in the license, and it 
should bo signed by tho officer, under seal, for a 
proper fee, which, should be sufficient to ;>ay for 
the record of it afterwards. Th's licen» - should be 
a prere<;uisito to any officer, minister or pncst, to 
perform the ceremony. 


The celebrant should then certify upon the samo 


paper the fact of marriage, with two witnesses, and' 
return it to the issuing officer for record.

As to the names or number of States, the particu- 


lar lines of division or the exact time when the first 
State shall be admitted, I have«o recommendation 
to make except that we place the Territory in such 
a position that tho people may

that congressional action must first b3 secured; 
and unless the bill before congress should beeome a 
law during the present session, in order to secure 
early action at the next sehsion, we must go to cou- 
gress with a perfected code of equal and just laws, 
with a sound educational system, and with such a 
financial record that the new States can safely be 
intrusted with the control and disposition of the 
5,000,000 acres of school landp already placed in 
trust for the people, and such other donations from 
the public domain as the new situation would de- 
mand. 


CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion the governor asks for an appropria- 


tion for the library for keeping the same insured, 
and for other purposes, including the purchase of 
reports to fill up partial sets. 


It has also occurred to me that it would be well 


to encourage tho reorganization of the Dakota 
Historical society, or the formation of a new so- 
ciety, by providing space in the rooms occupied by 
the library for the safe keeping p any historical 
papers connected with the early history of the Ter- 
ritory. 


In submitting the reports of the different depart- 


ments the governor commends them to considera- 
tion. and recommends that a suitable number of 
them should be printed for distribution. He makes 
a like recommendation for the printing of the re- 
vised code, the suppfy baying been exhausted. The 
message is rounded up with an\ apostrophe to lha 
beacon light of liberty, and the American eagle ia 
besought to spread his feathers over the Territory.

Curiosities of the Voice. 


Dr. Delaunay, in a paper read recently 


jeforo the French Academy ofi Medicine, 
gives some details on the history and limits 
)f the human voice, which ho obtained af- 
;er much patient research. According to the 
doctor, the primitive inhabitants of Europe 
were all tenors; their descendants of the 
sresent day are baritones, and their grand- 
joiis will have semi-bass voices. 
Looking 


at different races, ho calls the attention to 
the fact that inferior races, such as negroes, 
etc., have higher voices than white men. 
The voice has also a tendency to deepen 
with age—the tenor of IC> becomes the bari- 
tone at '25, and bas>n at 4o. Fnir complex- 
ioned people have higher voices than the 
dark skined, the former being (usually so- 
pranos or tenors, the latter1' contraltos or 
bastes. "Tenons," says the doctor, "are 
slenderly built and thin; basses |are stoutly 
made and corpulent." This maybe tho rale, 
but one is inclined to think there are more 
exceptions to it than are necessary to prove 
the rule. The same remark applies to tho 
assertion that thoughtful, intelligent men 
have always a deep-toned voice; whereas 
triflers and frivolous persons, have soft, 
weak voices. The tones of tho voice are 
perceptibly higher, he points out, before 
than after a meal, which is the reason why 
tenors dine early, in order that thoir voices 
may not suffer. Prudent singers eschew 
strong drinks and spirituous liquors, es- 
pecially tenors, but the basses coin eat and 
drink generally witk impunity. " The South," 
says the doctor, -'furnishes the |»nors, the 
North the basses."

The Fisheries of Japan. 


Surrounded on all sides by the ocenn, in- 


dented everywhere by broad gulfs and bays, 
and all the alluvial portions cut by the tidal 
streams aud canals, the water swarming 
with a great variety of food-fishes, there is 
naturally a numerous fishing population in 
Japan. 'Every shore has its fishing villages. 
All the bays and inlets on fair days are 
white with the sails of fibbing boats. 
The 


fishermen's homes are the poorest and 
dirtiest, and they are the least intelligent. 
There are fewer" schools in these isolated 
villages 
than 
elsewhere, and the per- 


centage of illiteracy is greater. 
Physically, 


they are the equals of the other people, 
which is owing to a plentiful supply of fish 
food. There is no religious or other prej- 
udice against eating fish," and all kinds are 
are cheap. A good fishing boat for two men 
costs about $70. On fair days- an average 
catch is from 60 to 90 cents'- worth. 
The 


wages of an able bodied fisherman, working 
by the day, are 15 to 20 cents. Women and 
children work along tho shore at low tide 
gathering oysters, clams, etc. The prepa, 
ration 
of 
salted 
fish 
gives employ- 


ment to large numbers of the cheaper class 
of laborers. In tho larger towns the fish 
markets are all under the control of guilds, 
and in some places the boats are owned 
and the men employed by these guilds. In 
tho city of Nagoya, in the province of Ow- 
ari, the" fish guild four years ago owned 
1200 boats and employed 4000 men. Some 
of these boats were large, 
and-carried 


and 10 men. Tlieir sates of fish were 
$1,500,000 per year. Fish can be had at 
all prices from 2 to 24 cents per pound, ac- 
cording to the quality and the locality where

"Ninteen or twenty head of cattle have

How to keep fence-posts from rotting, 


writes a correspondent of the New England 
Farmer, has b?en a vexed question evsr^ 
since I have known anything About farming, 
and probably for many years before. Char- 
ring tho part that goes into the ground is the 
most usual de- ice employed, and is highly 
recommended by many. I have found in 
my own experience that it "does not amount 
to shucks.f 
After discarding tar and other

Talk With a Circus Veteran Who Knows 


All About Them. 


From tho Cincinnati Enquirer. 


A reporter of the Cincinnati Enquirer 


interviewed Archie Campbell, of Robin- 
son's circus, the other day and asked him 
about elephants. Said Mr. Campbell. 
_ "What would you like to know?" 


"How long do they live?" 
''Well they are said to bo known to have 


lived 400 years. There was a white ele- 
phant in Siam which the people worshiped 
once upon a time whose ago was known to 
be that much. Now there is 'Mary' of our 
show, she is eighty-four years old and is as 
frisky and kittenish as ever." 


"What do elephants eat?" 
"Everything—everything that man or boy 


will eat.* There is a common belief that 
they detest tobacco. Now that's a mistake. 
Au elephant will eat tobacco as he w ould 
grass. 
Old Mary is a confirmed tobacco 


eater, and never refused a ehevr of navy or 
dog-leg." 
"Isn't it pretty expensive to keep an ele- 


phant?" 


"Of that you must judge for yourself. 


An ordinary"elephant eats threo bushels of 
oats or five bushels of corn a day an * 
about 400 pounds of hay besides." 


"Not a profitable pet, Mr. Campbell?' 
f Well, no, and particularly to let loose. 
VWhy not to let loose?" 
"Because au elephant left to himself and 


his own free will can destroy more in a day 
than an army of any other animal. 
His 


bump of destructiveuess is unusually devel- 
oped. Justjpen an elephantinto a stable f>omo 
night without chaining him. and if he does 
not tear down tho entire building before 
morning I'll eat the elephant alivo." 


"How do they sleep?'' 
d'.Tust like imy domestic animal. They 


lie'down nnd sleep soundly. If not disturb- 
ed1 our elephants will lie down about 
o'clock and sleep till daylight." 


"Are they not great cowards for 


size?" 
"In some instances, yes. Theyar 


timid about crossing a bridge, yor fear they 
m.*y break through. You.ll nee the ele 
pliant always feel his way over a bridge, 
and if there bo striugois to tho struct- 
ure ho'll bo en re to pick out the strongest 
and walk over it," 


"They are very thin-skinned, I have been 


told, Mr. Campbell?" 
"That is a mistake. An elephant's skin 


is 
i fully an inch thick, but they are never- 


theless* more sensitive than a horse. 
In 


tho summer time, when flies are trouble- 
some, they use their trunks to throw dirt 
and sod ou their back till their skin is cov- 
ered. In this way thoy protect that part of 
theirbody from flies they cannot reach in any 
other way. Why one gad-fly about an ele- 
phant will drive him almost crazy." 


"They are generally very mischievous,arc 


they not?" 


"Well, I should observe. One night 


while our show was going through Illinois, 
in the latter part of the season, the weather 
turned cold, and we hired the privilege 
from a farmer of keeping our elephants in 
his barn over night. The animals had 
hardly been quartered there till he and his 
son went in among them to get out a wagon. 
'Chief picked up the man in his trunk and 
threw him clean through a half-inch board 
partition. Then he lifted the boy in his 
trunk and playfully threw him up into a 
hay loft. You may swear they didn't go 
near those elephants again. Did you know 
that an elephant always respects a drunken 
man?" 


Is that 


believe4 it all. He bought a hatful of ap- 
ples and tendered it, to his big friend with 
the trunk. .Bolivar wound his proboscis 
around tho hat, and 'swash* went hat, ap- 
ples and all down his capacious jaws, dis- 
appearing at a gulp. The owner of the hat 
stood aghast, half sobered at the sight. 
Then, recovering his senses and realizing 
his loss^ he began to squeal. Robinson was 
glad to get rid of him and sent him away to 
buy a new hat at the show's exneuse. 


"What became of Bolivar?" * 
"We sold him to another show, and ho 


died some years after in Maryland, near 
Hagersfown. It was supposed that he was 
poisoned.'" 


"How many elephants have you now?" 
"Three—Mary, or tho Empress, Chief, 


and Princess." 


"Can you relate their histories?'' 
"Well, Empress is probably the most no- 


ted of the three. We know her to be 86 years 
old. We bought her from John Nathans, 
who imported her from Asia, where she had 
been used as a pack animal. We bought 
her in }866 for $12,000. Got her cheap on 
account of a defect in one of her feet, which 
made her bad property for show; at those 
times, when they travelled mostly without 
railroads or boats. The defect still exists, 
but does not hurt' her for performing or 
parades. Empress is a powerful animal, 
and has always ruled every animal the bhow 
has ever had. She will beat Chief till tho 
fellow will cry like a child. Indeed, Mary 
is tho only power Chief foars, and she has 
saved more than one life from Chief's 
viciousness." 


"Toll us of some instances." 
"Well, last Winter, in New Orleans, 


Chief was just about killing boy, when 
Marv rushod up and knocked him clean 
through tho canvas. She has interfered 
more than oncefb save her keeper, John 
King. That poor follow knew hor power 
o^er the Chief, and his last wordb wore, 
"Fetch Mary, quick." That was in Char- 
lotc, N. C.*, last Summer.' Wo had just 
come into town, and were unloading the 
elephants from the c.irs. As Chief was 
slipping down by means of the pedestals, 
King carelessly, passed m front of tho brute. 
Tho latter hit him with bis trunk .ind 
cnocked him up n^".in«t a box-oar. Hohnd 
uly time to shout, "Fetch M:iry, quick"' 
vheii Chief bulled him against tho oar, 
•rushing King's skull like a pi mint-shell. 
When tho keeper Ml to tho ground tho 
>rute, not satisfied, mi» a tusk through hin 
crushed head. 


By this time'Mai's came up, and Chief 


tarted off down tho railroad track on a run, 
Vlary following lashing tho murderer with 
icr trunk at every stop. But Chief got 
iway, and, turning off into one of tho main 
streets, he went ohnrgingthrough Charlotte, 
spreading terror on every square.

It was about six bells in the first •waton 


one night when we were off the pitch of tn< 
horn in the JPficific ocean, .bound home 
that the first luff came on deck to look' a 
the weiitder; and, having taken his nquin[t 
he thought it was getting thick to windward 
He consulted with the skipper, imd between 
tho pair of them they thought best to short- 
en sail. Foro-and-maintopnien went alof 
and leefed the foretopsail accordingly, and 
were lying down, when Sam Stanley 
in fleeting on the futtock-shroud, took hole 
of a ratlin' like a lubber; it parted and he 
came down on the run; and as James Wil- 
son, one of the fo'castlenien, was standing 
on the hammock-netting, he knocked him 
down on deck and himself fell overboard 
I heard—as being aft I could see nothing- 
a heavy fall on deck and a splash in th 
water, and the next instant came the start- 
ling cry, "Man overboard!" The first lieu- 
tenant was luckily oit deck, and iusUmtly 
taking command, his toolness did the nec- 
essary handsomely. 


"Life-buoy there!" said he; and before 


the words were out of his mouth, both the 
buoys and fifty pounds of ward room beef, 
which hung at the same davit, were in the 
water; and so Sam Stanley had board and 
washing and lodging into the bargain.

been setting a studding-sail. "Manweath- 
er-main-and-maintopsail braces!

The maintopsail was backed instantly, 


and the two boats manned and lowered, but 
before they reached the water, anew trouble 
presented itself—the plugs could not be 
found, and without them the boats, of 
course, could not leave the ship, as they 
would fill and sink; so there was an agoniz- 
ing delay to search for them, which at the 
moment seemed an ago. They were found 
in two or three minutes, and the boats: at 
last left the ship, each having a midshipman 
and a lattern—tho former for a bother, the 
latter for use—and as it'was quite dark, iSo 
that nothing could be seen, we waited aiix- 
ously to hear.j 
I . 


In a minute ;or two we heard the officer of 


one of the boats ping out, "There .he 
is, men; pull ^away!" In an inttant after 
he added, Ilarig it, it's only a buoy!" And 
so it was for more than an hour. 
At one 


moment the mid would sing out that b!e had 
found him, and the next contradict himself; 
and on board everything was in an uproar; 
for a "man overboard" and that alone, will 
bring the watch below on deck without or- 
ders; and we stood about in anxious sus- 
pense, onr hopes being dashed as often as 
raised. At length tho search proving en- 
tirely fruitless, the boats were reluctantly 
recalled, and all the comfort they give us 
was that they had picked up one buoy. 


Wilson had, in the meantime, been picked 


up and placed under the surgeon's care, 
who now made a report to the captain that 
Ms head was seriously injured by strikinc; 
on a ring-bolt when He fell on deck, but 
that he was doing well. As it was nearly a 
calm, we lay with our uiaintopsail aback, all 
night, hoping that as one buoy was missing, 
Stanley might be on it, and that when day- 
light came, we might see something of him 
or It, to change the dreadful uncertainty to a 
certainty of someMnd; and in order that he, 
if alive, might be aware of it signal lanterns 
were sent up to the mast-heads and guns 
were fired every few minutes. Daylight at 
length began to appear, and it was hailed 
by us with an intensity of joy which, home- 
ward bound as we were, the sight of the 
highlands of Navesink would not have 
equaled. Lodk-onts were sent aloft by the 
dozen to see if they could make out any- 
thing. After a long and anxious survey of 
the ocean in every direction, the look-outs 
answered the oft-repeated hail of the first 
lieutenant* with the chilling declaration that 
nothing was in sight. The order was then 
reluctantly given—"Lay down from aloft; 
man the lee-brace;"—and we braced] up 
again and went on onr course, giving Stan- 
ley up for lost. 


Just as the sun rose the look-out on the 


foretopsail-yard hailed the officer of the 
deck, saying that he could see the other life- 
buoy in the sun's w ike, and he believed 
there was something on it! This news 
spread new life, and two boats were instant- 
ly lowered, to pull in that direction. When 
the boats came near enough for us to see 
their motions, the crews rose and waved 
their hats, as if giving three cheers, and in 
spite of the discipline of a man-of-warj the 
cheers were repeated by all hands so heart- 
ily that the sloop-of-war trembled to [her 
centre. They came alongside, and Stanley 
was brought over the gangway, evidently 
exhausted, bat still alive! As soon asl he 
had been overhauled by the surgeon, I and

ment it struck the water, but being stunned

Wealth of the United States. 


T. M. Coan in Harper's Magazine. 


We stand near the head of the list—third 


on the list of all the western nations. 
The 


United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
land heads the list with a capital valuation 
of $44,400,000,000, then comes France with 
$36,700,000,000; the United States with 
$32,000,000,000; Germany with $22,000,- 
000,000; Eussia with $15,000,000,000; and 
the Low Countries with $11,150,000,000 of 
capital collectively. These are the valuations 
made by these countries of their entire re- 
sources. What is the annual income per in- 
habitant in various countries? We come to 
the front in this comparison. The average 
annual income in the United Kingdoi i is 
$165; in the United States, $165 also; in the 
Low Countries, $130, in France, $125; in 
the British colonies, $90; in Germany, and 
also in Scandinavia, $85. In this reckoning 
Russia, with her ninety millions of people, 
is out of sight as yet; she will not be very 
long. On the score of annual accumulation 
our case is even better, relatively far better. 
The annual accumulation of wealth in Ger- 
many is $200,001',000; it is $325,090,000 in 
the "United 
Kingdom; $375,000,000 in 


France; in the United States it is $285,000,- 
000! Our increase in national wealth since 
1850, says a good English authority, would 
be enough to purchase "the whole German 
empire, with its farms, cities, banks, ship- 
ping, manufactures, etc. The annual accu- 
mulation has been $825,000,000, and there- 
fore each decade adds more to the wealth of 
the United States than the capital value of 
Italy or Spain. Every day that the sun rises 
upon the American people it sees an addi- 
tion of $2,300,000 to the wealth of the re- 
public.
